New York, April 5.—The American 
steamship Missourian, owned by the 
American Hawaiian Steamship com- 
pany line, left here March 6 for Italian 
ports. The ship was unarmed and 
carried on her outward voyage a gen- 
eral cargo. She was commanded by 
Captain William Lyons and carried a 
crew of 51 men, of whom 37 were 
American citizens, according to the 
shippimg records here. 


RELIEF SHIP SUNK 
WITHOUT WARNING. 


London, April 5.—The Belgian steam- 
er Trevier from New York with Bel- 
gian relief supplies, was torpedoed 
without warning on Wednesday. 

While the boats of the Trevier were 
being lowered the submarine fired on 
them, severely wounding the captain, 
the mate, the engineer, a donkey man 
and a cook. 

News of the torpedoing of the Tre- 
vier came in a Reuter dispatch from 
Ymuiden. The torpedoing, by a Ger- 
man submarine, the message adds, oc- 
curred off Scheveningen, Holland. 

Twenty-four members. of the crew, 
of whom eight are wounded, have been 
brought to Ymulden.

ANOTHER RELIEF 
STEAMER SUNK. 


New York, April 5.—The Belgian re- 
lief steamship Feistein has been sunk | 
in the North sea while approaching 
Rotterdam, according to a cablegram 
received here today by the Belgian re- 
Hef commigsion. It is believed she 
struck a mine. 

The commission had received no word 
from the Lendon headquarters which 
sent the message about the Feistein, 
eenrens the torpedoing of the Tre- 
vier. 

Both vessels carried crews made up 
mostly of Belgians and Hollanders, 
and it is believed no Americans were 
on either vessel. 

The cablegram did not state how or 
when the Feistein was sunk, or wheth- 
er any lives were lost. The assump- 
tion she was mined was based on the 
fact that all other commission vessels 
lost near Rotterdam met disaster in 
that way. 

Both the Feistein and the Trevier 
carried solid cargoes of wheat for 
people starving in Belgium and north- 
ern France 

The Feistein, a Norwegian vessel, 
left Philadelphia February 28 and put 
in at Halifax, leaving that port on 
March 10. Her cargo was valued at 
$354,194. The ship was of 2,991 tons 
gross. 

The Trevier, of 3,001 tons gross, left 
New York March 5 and also put in at 
seautas. Her cargo was worth $315,- 


Members of the commission here 
were unable to credit the. news that 
the Trevier had been torpedoed with- 
out warning. It was said the com- 
mission had abided by the German re- 
strictions that its ships take the 
northern route after stopping at Hali- 
fax, instead of putting in at Falmouth 
or Kirkwall, under assurance that U- 
boat commanders had been instructed 
not to molest the relief ships if they 
ere to the prescribed regula- 
tions. 


BRITISH STEAMER 
SENT TO BOTTOM. 


Boston, April 5.—The sinking of the 
British steamer Canadian, which sailed 
from Boston March 24, was reported in 
a message received today from Queens- 
town by the Leyland line from Dr. P, §. 
Burns, the ship surgeon. The message 
stated that all of the crew had landed 
except Captain Bullock. 


Providence, R. I., April 5.—A cable- 
gram was received here today from Dr. 
Patrick S. Burns, ship surgeon of the 
Leyland line steamship Canadian, indi- 
cating that the ship had been tor- 
pedoed. Dr. Burns is a resident of 
Providence and his dispatch, dated 
Queenstown, April 5, said: 

“Saved, not wounded; all saved, but 
captain missing.” 


TWO VESSELS SUNK 
CARRYING AMERICANS, 


Washington, Apri} 5.—Destruction of 
two more vessels, 6ne British and one 
Norwegian, with Americans on board, 
was reported to the state department 
today by Consul Lathrop at Cardiff. 

The Norwegian steamer Sandvikgoole 
was sunk by a submarine believed to 
have been German, while the British 
steamer Lincolnshire was sunk with- 
out any submarine being seen. Crews 
of both vessela were in all boats for 
two hours in the dangerous positions 
before being rescued. 

Consul Lathrop’s reports follow: 

“Frank Kragle, American fireman on 
the Norwegian unarmed steamer Sand- 
vikgoole, England to Gothenburg, car- 
g0 iron and iron ore, reports vessel 
sunk by submarine believed German 
about noon March 27, five miles off Ab- 
erdeen. Warned, gank fifteen minutes 
after crew left. Weather clear and 
cold, sea rough, wind high, no vessel in 
sight; no passengers; crew rescued aft- 
er two hours by British mine sweeper; 
landed Aberdeen; no casualties. 

“Felix Morris, colored American gea- 
man on British unarmed steamer Lin- 
colnshire, New York to France, reports 
vessel torpedoed without warning aft- 
ernoon March 29, fourteen miles off 
Irish coast. Vessel sank six minutes 
after crew left. Weather clear, very 
cold; sea moderate; wind fresh; no ves- 
sel in sight; no passengers; subaarine 
unseen; crew rescued after two hours 
by armed British vessel and landed 
Dunmor, Ireland. No casualties.” : 


SIX HOSPITAL SHIPS 
SUNK BY GERMANS. 


London, April 5.—Six hospital ships 
have been torpedoed or mined by the 
central powers since the beginning. of 
the war, Thomas J. McNamara, finan- 
cial secretary of the admiralty, stated 
in the house of commons today. 

In consequence, he added, 247 lives 
had been lost and 73 persons injured. 


AMERICAN FLAGS FLOAT 
OVER ATLANTA SCHOOLS 


The American flag now files on all 
Atlanta public school buildings. Some 
of the schools already had flags; those 
that did not have been supplied by 
principals and teachers and patrons. 
The flag is rdised every morning at 
the opening of school and before the 
day’s work begins the children salute 
the flag and sing “America.” In the 
afternoon when the children are march- 
ing out they salute “Old Glory” again, 
then the flag is lowered for the day. 
Mayor Candler and the members of 
the board of education, who have wit- 
nessed ,the exercises, are very enthusi- 
astic over the idea and hope that it 
will become an established custom.

I. ROISVELT MAES 
PLEA FOR HIS DIVISION, 
Asks That Eepeditionaty eat 


Be Sent to Front in Im- 
mediate Future. 


New York, April 5.—Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt issued a statement here 
tonight, in which he declared that no 
“unwise precedent” would be created, 
as has been suggested, in permitting 
him to raise a division for active serv- 
ice By ye phat pare one esrted Col 

“The American people,” as . 
onel Roosevelt,” are united behind the 
president in the determination to wage 
effective, aggressive war for our rights 
and for the rights of humanity and 
civilization. I believe that our people 
now realize that the system of univer-. 
sal military service is the only ef- 
fective and thé only absolutely demo- 
cratic system. I, of course, most earn- 
estly hope for the passage of legisla- 
tion establishing the principle of uni- 
versal, obligatory military service and 
training. 

“In addition, I believe that the Amerti- 
can people desire that in the immediate 
future we send abroad an expeditionary 
force. It is an excellent and indis- 
pensable thing to raise money for and 
furnish supplies to our allies. This, of 
course, must be done. 

“The American people wish to do 
their own fighting. They do not wish 
merely to pay others to fight for them. 
They believe that we owe it to ourselves 
and to the national honor to send a 
fighti force of a least an army corps, 
under the American flag, to the front 
at the earliest moment. This army 
corps should be commanded by one of 
our first-class regular major generals. 
It might consist of three, or perhaps 
ey two, divisions. 

“IT have asked permission to raise a 
division which would be in this army 
corps and under its commander. No 
unwise precedent can possibly be cre- 
lated by permitting an ex-president of 
the United States of previous miiltary 
experience to raise such a division and 
to serve with it at the front under the 
command of the general who heads the 
army corps.”

The need for 
facile resources to move troops and 
supplies ig particularly imperative, 
because the United States has no rail- 
roads built on a military plan and 
striatly for stra ic purposes. This 
has been remedie however, by an 
agreement among the roadg to operate 
as @ unit in war time and to virtually 
put themselves and their working 
forces under government orders. 

As to transportation on the sea,

New York and other states 
are conducting definite state mobiliza- 
tion operations. The patriotic awaken-

U. 5. NAVY T0 FLASH 
ORDER 10 MOBILIZE 


To Call Out 15,000 Members 

of Naval Militia and Re- 
serve When War Resolu- 
tion Is Signed. 


Washington, April 5.—The navy de- 
Partment completed preparations late 
today to flash telegraphic orders for 
the mobilization of 15,000 members of 
the naval militia and the naval reserve 
immediately upon the signing of the 
war résolution by President Wilson aft- 
er it has passed the house. 

The Atlantic fleet has been maintain- 
ed on a war basis since the national 
emergency was declared. The 10,000 
members of the naval militia and the 
5,000 men in the various classes of the 
naval resefve will be employed imme- 
diately to fill up the complement of re- 
serve ships and auxiliaries and put in 
commission the first of the huge motor 
boat patrol fleets for coast protection 
against submarines. 

As yet.there is nothing to indicate 
that the compulsory service proposed 
for the army will be applied to fill up 
the navy. An average of 260 men a day 
are being added to the service now, and 
Officials hope to find a great flow of 
volunteers when congress sets all ma- 
chinery in motion. 

“What we term the ‘material esti- 
mate,” Secretary Daniels said, refer- 
ring to the navy budget submitted to- 
day, “is to provide for additional ships, 
guns and amniunition, various articles 
of ships’ equipage, material and sup- 
plies - of various kinds, for aviation, 
storage facilities for ordnance supplies, 
additional employees at navy yards and 
to meet the added expenses of the navy 
department. 

“I have put this estimate in budget 
form because it is almost impossible at 
this time to say with any degree of 
accuracy just how much will be needed 
for a particular purpose or activity, 
and, furthermore, I feel that the de- 
partment’s activities would be lessened 
if restricted in the use of the money. 
Funds should be available to meet any 
possible contingency and this estimate 
was phrased with great care so as to 
leave the president unhampered in the 
expenditure of the appropriation to se- 
cure the best naval efficiency.”

John Skelton Williams, comptroller of

May Amend Income Tax. 


Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
ranking majority member of the ways 
and means committee, which will have 
the final say in drafting the war reve- 
nue bill before its presentation to the 
house, declared tonight that the income 
tax would probably be amended so as 
to furnish the government with great- 
ly increased revenues during the war. 
hay § view is,” he said, “that while the 
war lasts no man should enjoy an ip- 
come of more than $75,000 or $100,000 
a year, and that the government should 
take all over this amount. We could 
obtain also $200,000,000 additional an- 
nually by raising taxes on whisky and 
beer to a level with what they were 
taxed in England before the war 
started. 

“The excess profit tax, now in force, 
must graduate, making it heaviest on 
largest profits. The tariff ie impos- 
sible as a source of revenue during the 
war.” 

Lowering of the income tax exemp- 
tion to $2,000 and possibly to $1,500 
are among the proposals under con- 
sideration. What such action would 
means, one official said today, in ac- 
tual revenue, could not be forecast 
even approximately, because of lack 
of information upon which to base an 
estimate. A conservative view. was 
that at the present rate of taxation 
$100,000,000 would be added to the 
government's revenues; by lowering 
the exemption of $2,000 some officials 
thought that the returns would . be 
doubled, bringing the total to approx- 
imately $650,000,000. , 

> roposals under consideration to in- 
crease the federal tax on estates up 
t oforty per cent, on very large estates, 
would swell the government's reve- 
ee. if adopted, by hundreds of mil- 

ons. 


Internal Revente Taxes. 

The internal revenue bureau of the 
treasury department is collecting rev- 
enues, under peace taxes, at the rhte 
of $750,000,000 annually. This sum 
could be doubled or increased by $1,- 
000,000,000 by moderate increases in 
the tax rates on whisky, beer and to- 
bacco, the lowering of the income tax 
exemption to $2,000, a graduated ex- 
cess profits tax, increased taxes on 
estates and greatly increased taxation 
on jlarge incomes. Through this chan- 
nel alone, it was thought, approximate- 
ly $1,000,000,000 annually might be 
raised for carrying on the war. 

Plans for the forthcoming bond is- 
sue were said by all officials involved 
to be purely in a speculative position 
at present. The country’s finances 
were never before so strongly intrench- 
ed as at present, Mr. McAdoo said. In- 
dications are that the interest rate on 
whatever bonds are issued will rot 
exceed 3% per cent and may be as low 
as 3 per cent. 

The underwriting of a large propor- 
tion of the proposed bond issue by 
private financial houses, while consid- 
ered only informally, is understood to 
be generally disapproved. There will 
be little difficuly, in the opinion of 
officials, in obtaining all the money 
needed by popular subscription. 

Federal Reserve System. 

A large proportion of the bond issue, 
it was indicated, might be handled 
through the federal reserve board, 
which would act as the distributing 
or fiscal agent for the government in 
placing the bonds, although it was 
thought unlikely that the federal re- 
serve banks themselves would subscribe 
for large amounts because of the need 
that their capital be held in a liquid 
condition. The 7,500 banks of the fed- 
eral reserve system, with their $16,000,- 
000,000 in resources, would, it was 
thought, be abundantly able if neces- 
sary to take care of one entire year’s 
financing alone, without undue strain. 

The federal reserve system, it was 
pointed out, represents.only one-quar- 
ter approximated of the total number 
of banks and banking institutions in 
the country, among the outsiders being 
a number of the big private banking 
houses of New York, Chicago and other 
cities. The capacity of the banks of 
the country alone to absorb a bond is- 
sue would run far above the $3,500,000,- 
000 required for the year. 

These estimates do not take into con- 
sideration the country-wide answer by 
hundreds of thousands of individuals, 
impelled by patriotism, which officials 
are expecting when details of the bond 
issue are formulated and its authoriza- 
tion given by congress.

ALLIES OF GERMANY 
TO REMAIN NEUTRAL 


Will Not Declare War on the 
United States Unless Forced 
by Germany. 


Copenhagen, April 5.—(Via London.) 
The expectation that Austria-Hungary 
and Turkey will remain neutral for the 
present at least in the conflict of Ger- 
many with the United States prevails 
in diplomatic circles here. The Asso- 
ciated Press is informed from unques- 
tioned sources that that is the inten- 
tion and desire of the two governments, 
if left to themselves, but that if Ger- 
many insists upon their fulfilling the 
full measure of their alliance and mak- 
ing absolutely common cause with the 
senior parner in the alliance they will, 
of course, have to yield and formally 
declare war. 

A desire to avoid a complete rupture 
with the United States it is stated, is 
inspired, not only by the wish to keep 
open the door to friendly relations after 
the war, but it is also thought that 
they may possibly be able to act as 
mediators between Germany and the 
United States at some later period. The 
Austrian minister, Count Szechenyi 
called on the American minister, 
Maurice F. Eagan, this morning, and 
friendly relations also have been main- 
tained by the Turkish legation. 


Washington, April 6.—The United 
States will not sever relations or de- 
clare war with Austria, Bulgaria or 
Turkey, so long as those countries do 
not force such a step. It was learned 
authoritatively today that any change 
that may come in the relatidns of this 
country with members of the central 
alliance other than Germany, must be 
precipitated by them. 

Nevertheless, it is expected here that 
Germany will force her allies to share 
her relationship to the United States. 

Ambassador Penfield’s summoning- to 
Weanng te by the state department, 
admitted officially today for the first 
time, is declared not to forecast aggres- 
sive action towards Austria by _§ this 
country, but to be for entirely different 
reasons. The one most often suggested 
is that, as President Wilson has an- 
nounced it is impossible under the pres- 
ent circumstances to receive Count Tar- 
now Tarnowski, new Austrian ambas- 
sador, it is desired not to have an 
American ambassador in Vienna. Jo- 
seph C. Grew, formerhky charge in Ber- 
lin, will act as charge in Vienna after 
Mr. *Penfield’s departure tomorrow. 

Secretary Lansing said’ Ambassador 
Penfield would leave Vienna tomorrow. 
He probably will return via Cuba and 
arrive in about three weeks. - 

Any hopes that officials here had that 
Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey might be- 
come a strong enough influence within 
the central alliance to force a with- 
drawal of the submarine campaign or 
a more conciliatory attitude. towards 
peace has been much shaken recently 
by a fuller realization of Germany’s 
influence in those countries. 


Vienna (Via London), April 5.—Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Penfield is un- 
derstood to have decided to leave Vi- 
enna for Washington on April 7, in- 
stead of April 5, as previously reported,

TWO ARRESTS MADE. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 5.—Two 
arrests were made here today in con- 
nection with the activities of Ger- 
man agents among negroes in the 
south. Federal officials are loath to 
discuss the subject and have kept 
the names of the men secret. The 
first arrest was that of a German 
at the Louisville and Nashville sta- 
tion. An hour later a négro was ar- 
rested in the colored waiting room 
of the same station, where he was 
speaking to negroes and urging 
them to go to Mexico. The German 
arrested today had been telling ne- 
groes, it is said, that Germany would 
quickly overrun the United States 


and that they should help, either by 
rising against the whites or going 
to exico on special trains, which 
would be provided for them. 
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Hampton, Va. April 5.—Dr. Rollin 
B. Frissell, principal of Hampton in- 
stitute, issued a statement here tonight 
regarding the reported efforts of Ger- 
man agents to cauge negro uprisings in 
the south in which he said the negro 
always had been loyal to the Ameri- 
can flag and would continue so. 

“After thirty-six years of labor 
among the negroes of the south,” Dr. 
Frissell said, “I feel that I have a fair 
knowledge of conditions. The Ham 
ton school has representacives from 
all parts of the south. A meeting re- 
cently held here brought assurances of 
loyalty from some of the districts that 
are considered most disaffected. 

“Forty of the Hampton students 
have offered themselves as candidates 
for the summer training camp for of- 
ficers in negro regiments. Should 
there be a call for he the whole 

ton institute battalion of five 
hundred cadets could be counted on 
for service. They are under military 
training. 

“The negro has always been loyal. 
Certainly no other race coming from 
a foreign soil can be compared with 
the negro in loyalty to this country. 
What is true of the past certainly is 
true of the present.” 


Negroes in Ugly Spirit. 

Richmond, Va., April 56.—Richmond 
wae astonished at. press reports of ne- 
gro unrest in the south, alleged to 
have been stirred up by German agents, 
and refused to believe such a thing 
possible, but inquiry through police 
and newspaper channels has developed 
that a sullen and ugly spirit prevails 
among the vounger negroes which has 
caused uneasiness among the older 
ones. 

The disaffected negroes refuse to say 
what is behind their attitude except 
the typical remark that while this is 
their country, it is not their govern- 
ment. Older negroes say the younger 
ones are “up to something,” but will 
not take them into their confidence, 
declaring the old-fashioned darkies are 
still full of master and mistress in- 
stincts and will “‘tell.” 

The ordinary ndgro has a very fan- 
ciful imagination and dotes upon cre- 
ating excitement, so there may not be 
anything in all this, but a fact re- 
garded as significant is that although 
white Richmond is ablaze with the 
national colors, not a United States flag 
is to be seen, it is reported, in the ne- 
gro guarters of the city. Boy Scouts 
recently distributed thousands of flags, 
but only negro childrén accepted them.

MILLER SENSATION 
SPIKED BY LANSING 


Washington, April 5.—Representativéa 
Miller, of. Minnesota, republican mem- 
ber of the foreign affairs . committee, 
created a sensation during discussion 


of the war resolution by declaring that 


an unpublished paragraph of the Zim- 
mermann note offered to establish a 
submarine base in a Mexican port and 
supply, Mexico with unlimited quanti- 
ties of arms and ammunition, and send 
German reservists in the United States 
into Mexico. 

When Representative Miller’s quota- 
tion was submitted to Secretary Lan- 
sing, however, the secretary of state 
declared the Zimmermann instructions 
“contained nothing of the sort.” 

The alleged portion of the Zimmer- 
mann note as quoted by Miller follows: 

“Agreeably to the Mexican govern- 
ment, submarine bases will be estab- 
lished at Mexican ports, from which 
will be supplied arms, ammunition and 
supplies. All reservists are ordered into 
Mexico. Arrange to attack all along 
the border.” 

It has been understood, but never of- 
ficially announced, that the full text 
of the Zimmermann instructions to 
German Minister von Eckhart was not 
published with the main portion, which 
revealed the attempt to ally Mexico 
and Japan in war against the United 
States. Members of the foreign af- 
fairs committee in ‘congress, however, 
had been supplied with the full text, 
and with other evidences of German in- 
trigues against this government. 

Miller further said he understood 
three German schooners had landed on 
the western coast of Mexico and that 
Villa was surrounded by German offi- 
cers who had taken charge of the drill- 
ing of his men. Reliable information 
also was that the Carranza army was 
“not much better,” Miller said.

sent the “bone dry” attitude, the new law 
will make converts of some of those who 
have not favored it on the theory that it was 
too drastic.

taking care of the women and chiidren and 
the helpless! | 

The negroes at home during the war, in 
many places far outnumbered the whites 
left in their care; and often there was not: 
an able-bodied white man within a hard 
day’s ride. 

Yet, during that entire period, living un- 


der war conditions—history does not record 


an instance in which a negro as much as 


lifted his finger in violation of the honor or 
rights of the helpless ones in their keeping. 


His master, away at the front fighting 


to perpetuate his enslavement, reposed su- 
preme and explicit trust in the negro; and 
not in a single instance was the negro found 
unfaithful or derelict, or untrue to that 
trust! 


To think that now the negroes would 


lend themselves to the enemies of their 
country, where all are free and privileged 
to enjoy life as they will, is preposterous. 


If the Germans are operating upon any 


such plan they will be sadly disappointed— 
for a race that in slavery manifested its 
loyalty when its very freedom was at stake 
is not likely to be less loyal when the flag 
that gave them freedom is assailed.

This is the philosophy of Dr. Henry Van 


Dyke: 


“The people who aiways live in houses, 
and sleep on beds, and walk on pave- 
ments, and buy their food from butchers 
and bakers and grocers, are not the most 
blessed inhabitants of this wide and va- 
rious earth.

Of Opening Day of Congress 


By Cerra Harris. 
(For The Constitution.) : 

Washington, D. C., April 3.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The second day of April, 1917, 
will be recorded as a momentous one in Amer- 
ican history. 

On this day the sixty-fifth congress met in 
extraordinary session to recieve President 


Wilson's message in regard to war with 
Germany. 

And the first woman, Miss Jeanette Rankin, 
was seated there as a representative from 
Montana. 

This was the first time I had ever wit- 
nessed the deliberations of the Uniteg States 
congress. I entered the gallery immediatel 
in front of the speaker’s stand at 10:30 o’cloc 
in the morning, and left it at 10:30 o’clock in 
the evening. he only food I had during this 
period was food for thought. An impres- 
sion which remained with me throughout the 
a was that congress does not deliberate in 
public—it merely acts in public according to 
deliberations made in private. 


How Miss Rankin Was Greeteéd. 


The members of the house applauded only 
twice Caring she first hour. e first time 
was when iss Rankin entered and took 
her seat on the republican side. She is a 
small woman with a large head and a wide 
smile. She wore a blue frock of Georgette 
crepe and velvet with a white collar; and if 
her eyes are as expressive as her mouth, 
she did some good work for herself during the 
impromptu reception which followed.

tender age. When one finds 100 per cent 
infants subsisting on mashed pertater, gravy, 
bread and butter, crackers, stewed fruit, oat- 
meal and cookies at 8 or 10 months of age, 
faith in the old masters sort of fades away. 

Bran is a remedy for constipation which 
countless adult victims have been thankful 
for. It is just as good for constiuated chil- 
dren. A child a year old or over, may take 
bran in his cereal, or in the form of a bran 
cracker, with nothing but good effect. Bran 
cookies, bran gems, and bran bread are very 
useful adjuncts of the diet of constipated 
children. Wheat bran is obtainable in car- 
tons from any grocer; it is marketed by 
various cereal manufactusers. Or one may 
buy it from the feed store, and bake it in 
a pan in the oven to be sure all life is de- 
stroyed in it. / 

Graham or whole-wheat bread is another 
good remedy for constipation. Graham flour 
is a little less finely ground than whole- 
wheat flour. 

Olive oil, in salads or otherwise, is a 
laxative food. Butter is laxative, and so is 
fresh cream, and, to a Iess extent, butter- 
wigs meal cakes, oatmeal cookies, bran 
and molasses cookies, molasses on bre 
plenty of brown sugar on the bread an 
butter, honey, in fact all sweets are laxative 
in effect, and of course children require a 
large proportion of sugars in their rations. 

Whole fresh fruit should be the first part 
of every child’s breakfast. Stewed or canned 
or fresh fruit should be @ part of the even- 
ing meal also. 

Cnildren should be encouraged to eat 
fruits with seeds, and the coarser kinds of 
cooked vegetables, as well as the fresh 
vegetables, and relishes, which are edible 
haw. 


Popcorn is a very digestibie laxative rel- 
ish which children may eat freely + night. 
If the corn is freely buttered, or perhaps 
popped in a kettle in boiling lard and butter, 
the oil makes it all the more laxative. 

The internal use of laxative drugs is far 
better than the habitual use of enemas. Min- 
eral oil is the first choice, and must be used 
fr — in the day, as a lubricant, not as 
a ysic,

We are asked to support a cause, right 
or wrong. Every feeling of humanity 
combines to keep us out of war. 

‘When congress has passed such @ 
resolution as now pending, then, and 
only then, will it be the duty of the 
nation to make the voice of the gov- 
ernment its voice. Until then each per- 
son should have the inherent right to 
voice and vote his conviction.” 

Mr. Kitchin said that “by the 
sage of this resolution we enter jnto 
war and all the demons of inhumanity 
will be let loose throughout the civil- 
‘ized world.” ; 

fie referred to the British closing of 
the North sea and said no lives were 
lost then, as Americans stayed out of 
that zone. “We did not go to war over 
that.” he said. “We knew that the acts 
of Germany are not aimed at us, but 
are aimed at crippling her enemy. We 
should have kept out of war with Ger- 
many as we did with Great Britain and 
without surrendering our rights any 
more in the one case than in the other. 
Are we quite sure that the real reason 
for war is the destruction of American 
lives rather than destruction of Ameri- 
can property?’ 

He referred to the Mexican opera- 
tions, the taking of American lives by 
Mexicans, the shooting down ‘of Amer- 
ican soldiers by Carranza forces and of 
Carranza, instead of disavowing the 
dastardly acts, ratifying them. “We did 
not wage war on Mexico. We were 
willing to forego our rights with Great 
Britain and Mexico rather than plunge 
into war while the whole world was in 
conflagration. I approved that course 
then and now.”

MORE MEN NEEDED 
FOR BRITISH ARIIY 


London, April 6.—General Sir Wil- 
liam R. Robertson, chief of the im- 


perial staff at army headquarters, ad- 
dressed a conference of trades union- 
ists Wednesday for the purpose of ex- 
plaining to the government's proposals 
om the question of man power. Arthur 
Henderson, a member of the war coun- 
cil, presided, and the minister of muni- 
tions and other members of the soverD. 
ment were present. Admiral Sir John 
R. Jellicoe, first sea lord, also gave 
his views on the situation. 

General Robertson emphasized the 
fact that while the war office was not 
a leech, it must have more men to meet 
the desperate effort the ——y was now 
making. His speech, as officially given 
out, was in part, as follows: 

“Our progress with the war is bound 
to be slow, because of the colossal 
numbers engaged, and because Ger- 
many derived a great advantage at the 
start. It is a difficult and long busi- 
ness to make up for a bad start. 

“As to the retreat from the Somme, 
the pessimists say Germany is making 
fools of us and laying traps. We are 
not in any way disturbed by her. At 
all times pessimists are cowards, while 
in war-time they may be classed as 
criminals. Whatever ppens, keep a 
cheerful face. The optimists say Ger- 
many is defeated, and is therefore re- 
treating. Both are wrong. 

Why Germany Is Retiring. 

“Germany ig retiring because she 
dare not stand up to further punish- 
ment in the positions she occupied. No 
one retires in war voluntarily. But 
she is not yet beaten. She is going 
back in the hope of becoming stronger, 
and numericaliy she is stronger now 
than at any time during the war... .

PUBLIC SUPPORT = 
ABSENT IN MARKET 


Liquidation and Short Sell- 
ing Continue With In- 
creased Vigor in the Stock 
Market—Investment Rails 
Heavy — War Preparation 
Has Little Influence. 


New York, April 5.—Liquidation and 
short selling continued with increased 
vigor and breadth in the stock market 
today in the further absence of public 
support. Heaviness of investment rails 
was a striking feature, giving rise to 
reports of a recurrence of foreign of- 
ferings. 

Greater. weakness prevailed among 
the prominent industrials, including 
munitions and equipments, where the 
problems likely to arise from the war 
taxes occasioned much discussion. 

Adoption by the senate of the war 
resolution and reduction of the British 
bank rate, favorable factors, accordin 
to the general point of view, exerte 
little or no Mfluence marketwise. 

The inherent strength of the market 
for investment securities was demon- 
strated by the many bids at high prices 
for the New York state 4 per cent bond 
issue, which was awarded to a power- 
ful banking syndicate. It was assumed 
that these bonds have additional value 
from the fact that, unlike forthcoming 
federal issues, they are exempt from 
taxation. 

A considerable part of today’s sellin 
was ascribed to traders who were loat 
to hold their outstanding contracts over 
the holiday. This was balanced, how- 
ever, by the heavy volume of short of- 
ferings which centered around the more 
volatile issues. 

United States Steel held its accus- 
tomed place as leader, furnishing from 
20 to 25 per cent of the total turn-over 
and ee a net loes of 2 points at 
113. Bethlehem Steels were 4 to 6& 
points lower, with 2 to 4 for others of 
that group.
